in these two parts Is taken fromthe court decision, the
first one on page 2, strike "product" and insert"finished
product which is sold in the normal course of business to

the ultimate consumer and". Secondly, on page 6, line 12,
after the period, insert "The distributor who first causes
the distribution of the agricultural liming material into

or within this state shall be responsible for compliance

with the registration requirements of this section.” Now this
language is taken out of the correction bill that was

passed last year relative to that potash. It is a clarify-
ing and does answer the objection that the Attorney General
had and.l do believe we need it and 1 would ask your coopera-
tion in bringing this bill back and adopting this amendment.
